EXAMINER'S COMMENT 

This Office Action is responsive to the apphcants' amendment filed on Aug. 19, 2008. 
Claims 1-10 and 15 have been amended. Accordingly, claims 1-20 are pending in this 
application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
disclose or render obvious the claimed combination including the adjustment unit also comprises 
a flow switching unit that connects the active chamber of the fluid-operated actuator with the pan 
containing oil and with the suction chamber and is constituted by a static flow switch removably 
associated with a switching solenoid valve electrically connected to the control unit, the 
switching solenoid valve being suited to be associated, alternatively, with different static flow 
switches, with separate fluid ducts depending on the open or closed positions of the on-off 
solenoid valves and the switching solenoid valve and on the position of the slide valve with 
respect to the rotors, to obtain separate deliveries of compressed fluid.
